A communication signed by -15 resi- 
dents of Lake Villa was presented to 
the county board asking tlmt body to 
action against Sheriff Ahlstrom, 
charging that ho failed to respond 
promptly upon March 30, when Irv- 
ing Pester, a young nuin of tbnt com- 
munity.

FARMERS SHOW INTERET IN 

FRUIT GROWING 

W. S. Brock of the University of 
Illinois stated at the two demonstra- 
tions hold by the Farm Bureau, that 
fruit growing could easily bo made 
profitable In Lake county. These 
demonstrations were held at H. R. 
Flood's farm south of Gurnoe and at 
tho farm of C. A. Hughes northwest 
of :siilll)urn and were attended by at 
least thirty farmers at each place, 
shownig tho interest in fruit growing. 
Mr. Brock demonstrated quite clearly 
the principles of pruning, and e.^c- 
plalnod the principal sprays neces- 
sary. One factor in successful fruit 
growing for Lake county he stated 
was the fact that fewer sprays wore 
necessary hero. In the southern Illi- 
nois fruit district from five to seven 
or more sprays per year aro neces- 
sary, ho said, while In most cases two 
and not over four sprays are needed 
here. The two principal foes to good 
fruit production here aro the codling 
moth and scab, In apples, and plum 
curculio and brown rot in plums. 
Scale Is not serious here, while furth- 
er south It causes great destruction 
of trees, unless very thoroughly 
sprayed. The two most Important 
sprays are tho cluster bud spray, 
which comes just when the blossoms 
first show pink, and the leaves are 
about half an Inch long. The next 
spray which Is very Important In con- 
trollng the codling- moth or apple 
worm, must be put on just when near- 
ly all the petals have fallen off the 
blossoms, or before the calyx closes 
up and turns down. 

Some cases of canker and winter 
injury or sun scald were shown Mr. 
Brock, and he stated this was partly 
a matter of having the right variety 
for his section. Such varieties as Fam- 
euse or Snow, Yellow Transparent, 
MInkler, AVealthy, Northern Spy, 
Duchos or Baldwin are best for Lake 
county he said. 

Some Interest was shown at the 
meeting north of Mlllburn in spray 
rings. It was explained that most 
rings Invest In about a $200 power 
sprayer. It Is likely that one will be 
organized hero.
